Information Disclosure Statement

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The Examiner agrees with Applicant's arguments (page 7) where the ground 
electrode (7) covers the entire surface thus not comprising a notch opposite the 
coupling line nor would it have been obvious to combine the prior art of record thus the 
claims are allowable.
